FOR BUSINESS REASONS ONLY. 


Why Secretary Carlisle Changed the 
Florida Depository. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—According to a 
story printed in New-York, the President, 
acting through Secretary Carlisle, has etart- 
ed a crusade against bankers who do not 
subscribe to the sound-money view. The 
substance of the yarn is that Secretary Car- 
lislie, who recently ordered the transfer of 
Government funds from the National Bank 
of the State of Florida,.at Jacksonyille, to 
the First National Bank of Tampa, Fila., 
was actuated by eae desire to punish John 
H. Stockton, President of the Jacksonville 
institution, who recently became an ad- 
vocate of the cause of free silver. ‘‘ Less 
vindictiveness might have been charged,”’ 
it was asserted, “‘had not Secretary Car- 
lisle ordered the funds transferred to a 
weaker _bank, whose last statement shows 
its reserve to be under the legal require- 
ments.”’ 

The facts in this case, as stated at the 
Treasury to-day, are that, Secretary Car- 
lisle, in response to many requests, decided 
to remove the United States depository in 
Florida to a point where importers would 


be more generally benefited. In the last 
fiscal year, the collections in that internal 
revenue district aggregated $509,904.42, Of 
this amount there was. collected at Tam 
$302,955, at Key West $128,186, and at Jac 
sonvilie $78,851. The bulk of the internal 
revenue of the State is collected at Tampa, 
which is more convenient to Key West, the 
second largest collection point, than Jack- 
sonville, 

Government officials tn Florida were in- 
strumenta! in bringing about the change. 
The amount of Government money deposit- 
eG in the Jacksonville bank was about $75,- 
000. Mr. Stockton, according to Secretary 
Carlisle, was avforded every facility for 

closing up the account. Examination of the 
last statement of the Tampa bank shows 
that in July its reserve was at least 25 per 
cent. in excess of me legal requirements, 


BAD SILVER COIN SYNDICATE. 





Exchanged False American Dollars 
for Genuine Mexican Ones. 


WACO, Texas, Aug. 28-—The Federal au- 
thorities have discovered a gigantic system 
of manufacturing counterfeit coin in imi- 
tation of silver dollare of United States 
mintage, and have captured several equip- 
ments and three prisoners, 

Edward Daniel Ennis, the head of the 
concern in Waco, last week attended a re- 
vival, and, under strong religious emotion, 
confessed he was a counterfeiter. He 
told where the crucibles, base metal, molds, 
and rollers for milling the bogus dollars

The Deputy Marshals captured the equip- 
ment and arrested two other men-—John 
Mitchell and H. S. Shanner.

In his 
confession, Ennis, who is an educated man 
and e@ the: slogical student, says the coun- 
terfeiting syndicate was called the Royal 
Manufacturing Company, and has plants at 
El Paso, Birmingham, Ala., and other 
points; It appears that bogus dollars were 
sent to Mexico and exchanged for genuine 
Mexican silver coin.

AGAINST THE LAY JUDGES. 


New-Jersey’s Act Legisiating Them 
Out of Office Upheld, 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 28.--A memoran- 
dum was filed in the Supreme Court here 
to-day to the effect that the act abolishing 
the offices of the various lay Judges, where- 
by the latter were legislated out of office, 
is Constitutional.

trade affairs arrived from Europe on the 
St. Louis yesterday, They have been abroad 
on business and pleasure. R. Lindsay Cole- 
man, who is President of the Western 
Wheel, Works, as well as of the National 


Cycle Board of Trade, critically observed 
the foreign trade conditions, and was chock 
full of interesting information. Col. Albert 
Pope, President of the Pope Manufactur- 
ing Company, and the father of the .good- 
roads movement in this country, was Mr. 
Coleman's distinguished fellow-voyager. He 
also saw. much during his tour, and gave 
an interesting talk to some friends who 
greeted him on the pler. 

When the excitement due to the arrival 
of Li Hung Chang had somewhat subsided, 
Mr. Coleman teld a group of friends how 
glad he wag to get back. To a reporter for 
Tue New-York Times he gave a short in- 
terview on trade matters abroad, inter- 
spersing it with a story of Lord Lo, one of 
the suite of the Brother of the Sun. 

Being in some doubt about the manner in 
which Lord Lo would receive a personal re- 
quest for the autographs of Li Hung Chang 
and himself, a fair passenger got Mr. Cole- 
man to make the request for her. 

“You will surely get the autographs, 
Lord Lo?” asked the solicitous Mr. Cole- 
man. 

“T have them,’ came the somewhat as- 
tonishing reply, accompanied by a courtly 
bow. , 

“And will you hand them to me, that I 
may deliver them?’ queried the bicycle 
baron. 

There was a twinkle in the Oriental’s 
eye as he started to answer. ‘Qh, no!” 
said he. “I. will deliver them personally, 
and while doing so catch the beam in the 
beautiful eye and live one day. longer.” 

Concerning trade matters, Mr. Coleman 
said that the cycle market in Engiand 
and on the continent was healthy and 
strong. ‘‘ The people over there,’’ he added, 
“want good wheels, and are willing to 
pay for them. That is the keynote of the 
success of the cycle trade.” 

In Paris Mr. Coleman had some experi- 
ence with motor vehicles, or horseless car- 
riages. He says they ave a great thing 
for cities with asphalt pavement. Trucks 
with the motor attachment met with great 
favor in Paris, having double the carrying 
capacity of trucks of the same size drawn 
by horses.

It did not take him long to 
conclude that ft is the best thing” yet de- 
vised in which to. carry a bicyele, and 
he ordered 10,000 of them for his com- 
pany. 

A. number of English manufacturers were 
asked by Mr. Coleman concerning the 
weights of their wheels, and they were 
unanimous tn declaring that their standards 
were correct and the American’s wrong. 
One of the noticeable differences between 
English and American wheels is the weight, 
the latter being usually several pounds 
lighter. 

Mr. Coleman will remain in town several 


days before accompanying Mrs, Coleman to 
his country estate in Virginia. 

Col. Pope said he was more firnily con- 
‘vinced than ever, after this vist that 
there are a number of. firms in this coun- 
try turning out better wheels than are pro- 
duced in England or on the Continent. The 
tubing used in some American wheels, he 
Says, has eight times the endurance of tub- 
ing made on the other side.” Regarding the 
opportunities for the sale of American- 
made wheels on the other side, the Colonel 
said it. was his. opinion that only the best 
machines could be marketed with a satis- 
factory profit. The peo os over there do 
not want cheap wheels. They have learned 
by experience that it does not pay to buy a 
poorly constructed machine, 

Ons American firm which overproduced 
is now trying to unload its wheels on the 
Hnzglish market at $80 each. Poor success 
has attended the company's efforts. The 
Colonel said the foreign business would ulti- 
mately settle down between a few oid 
houses which have made a name and a 
reputation for honest goods at one price. 
The foreigners do not stick to their Mst 
prices, according to the Colonel, and he 
added that they would not thank him for 
pig, Bd The Colonel corroborates what

Speeches—First Opportunity the 
Nebraskan Has Had to Talk Free 
Silver to the Farmers of New- 
York—Warmiy Welcomed. 


NIAGARA FALIS, Aug. 28.—In © pict- 
uresque features William Jennings Bryan's 
day of campaigning was replete from start 
to finish. Leaving Buffalo early in the 
morning, he came to Niagara in a trolley 
ear, viewed the falls and rapids, and at- 
tended a farmers’ picnic at Knowlesville, 


and, returning to Niagara by way of Me- 
dina late this evening, ended the day with 
& speech from a stand erected at the Cat- 
aract House; but while the trolley ride was 
unique in campaigning and the visit to the 
falls afforded a pleasant relaxation from 


the hard work he has been doing for the | 


Chicago ticket, the great gathering of agri- 
cultural people addressed by Mr. Bryan in 
the recesses of a deep wood far exceeded 
them in scenic and dramatic effect. 

All day long the farmers, and many who 
were not farmers, had been assembling at 
Slawson’s Grove, a mile and a half from 
Knowlesville Station, and when Mr. Bryan 
reached there he found such a concourse as 
he has seen only in the big cities visited by 
him.since his nomination. This picnic is an 

affair, and is under the control of 

the Orleans ‘County Farmers’ Alliance. 

Slawson’s Grove is admirably suited for 

holding it, and with weather and everything 

eise favorable, to-dey’s function far ex- 

ceeded any similar event that occurred 
there. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, with Congressman 
William Sulzer, John Cuneen, Secretary of 

New-York State Democratic Committee, 
and ether persons »f prominence, reached 
Knowlesvilie by train from Niagara Falls 
early in the afternoon. A big barouche, 
@rawn by four silver-gray horses, was in 
Waiting for the candidate and his wife, and 


in this they: were conveyed to the village 


of Knowlesville, half a mile distant. 
A Procession of Farmers. 

A band composed of Tonawanda Indians 
headed the parade, and after eandi- 
date’s carriage came a great procession of 
country rigs, each holding more people than 
comfort allowed. Somebody who counted 
them said there were 106 vehicles in line 
When the start was made, and many joined 
along the line of march. It is certain that 
at least 300 were following the silver grays 
by the time the village proper was reached. 

Knowiesville is a scattering community. 
Tits houses stretch all along the road lead- 
ing from the station to the bridge over 
the Erie Canal. Mr. Bryan had not pro- 
ceeded far before he realized that he was 
either truly in “the enemy’s country” or 
that of some advance agent of the gentle- 
man who has been termed the “ advance 
agent of prosperity,” for many of the 
houses displayed conspicuously colored lith- 
Ographs of Major McKinley, printed from 
the same plate, each surrounded by a broad 
gold border. —

1e silver grays were brought to a stand- 
Still mezr the canal bridge, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Bryan alighted to take luncheon at 
the house of a local supporter. The proces- 
siom: halted while the candidate ate. Mr. 
Bryan spent little time at the table. Re- 
entering his carriage, leaving Mrs. Bryan 
to follow later, he was conveyed to the big 
grove. And such a sight as was presented 
he drove up a wooded avenue to the 
Speaker's stand! 

For half a mile on each side of the en- 
trance to the grove a double line of tethered 
horses harnessed to vehicles of all sizes, 
atyies, and descriptions, extended along the 
road. In the woods there were many more, 
and every rail fence on the outskirts of the 
Vast growth of timber served for hitching 
purposes. The vehicles were not numbered 
by tens or scores, but by hundreds, and it 
is estimated that et least 1,500 were there. 
Of the bicycles the same broad system of 
computation could be applied They were 
everywhere.

Stand, but, by dint of hard pushing, the 
local Reception Cormmittee got Mr. Bryan 
through to the place ,reserved for him. 
Many who could not@eet near sought places 
of vantage in the trees overlooking the 
platform and joined in the shouting ‘rom 
on high. Somebody shot off a cannon whith 
frightened many of the horses, and the 
excitement was increased by the capture 
of a pickpocket, who desperately fought 
off a hundred man within twenty feet of 
the stand and made frequent escapes, only 
to be finally corralied. 

Something like quiet was dnally_ restored, 
and Warren. H. Phillips, who sat in the 
New-York Assembly as a Republican, called 
the meeting to order. Estimates of the 
mumber of people who thronged about the 
stand, es he called for silence, and packed 
for a great distance beyond the reach of 
Mr. Bryan’s enfeebied voice, ranged trom 
10,000. to 20,000, but a majority of those 
who made guesses placed the figures about 
the difference between these figures.

that division existed then, it exists to-day. 
More than that, Joha G. Carlisle said that

whereas, if his sympathies. were with the 
struggling masses, be would coin af much 
as the law would permit. [Applause.) 

“This is the language of John G. Car- 
lisle, not uttered when he was young, 4s 
might be openly charged against me. 
{Laughter.] It was when he was seven years 
older than I am now. [Applause and laug::- 
ter.] I believe he spoke the truth when he 
said that society was divided into these two 
classes upon any question involving money. 
I believe he was right when be said that 
if a man's eenetties were with the strug- 
gling masses he would favor a _ larger 
amount of money than he would if his sym- 
pathies were with the idle holdera of idle 
money. 

“My friends, the issue to-day is an issue 
between the idle bolders of idle money and 
the struggling masses, who produce the 
wealth and pay the taxes of the country. 
{Applause.] And when this Is understood, 
when men find out about the money ques- 
tion, you will find that if there is a man 
fn your community whose interests, whose 
sympathies are with the idle holders of idie 
money, he wili be in favor of a gold stand- 
ard, and, not daring to say so, he will 
talk about ‘honest money’ and a ‘sound 
dollar.’ {Applause.] But if his sympathies 
are with those who produce the Nation's 
wealth, he will be for the gold and silver 
coinage of the Constitution, no matter how 
many times you call him an Anarchist. 

“ They tell us that these prominent finan- 
ciers are going to leave the Democratic 
Party because it declares for the restora- 
tion of silver. We shall not go into court 
to secure an oréer to prevent their going. 


. [Laughter and applause.] The Democratic 


Party has been weighed down by those 
millstones long enough. It is glad to be rid 
of those who want to use the party organi- 
gation for private gain and their country 
for public plunder. [Applause] 

“ Now, my friends, this is a question that 
you have a right to have an opinion upon, 
and if I could ask but one thing of the 
American people, it would be this—that the 
struggling masses who produce,the wealth 
and pay the taxes of the country (to use 
again the language of Mr. Carlisle) would 
bé as independent and willing to make their 
ballot represent what they mean as the 
financiers, the trusts, and syndicates are 
willing to make their ballot represent 
what they want and what they need Ap- 

lause.}) Let me read a little further from 

fr. Carlisle’s speech. ; 

A voice—Why do you read from Carlisle's 
speech? 

Mr. Bryan—Why? Because no man has 
presented a more forcible argument in favor 
of bimetallism than Mr. Carlisle has. 
[Great applause and cheering.) 

* Let me read now what he says of that 
bill: ‘But it will certainly offer some re- 
lief. It will reverse the grinding process 
that has been going on for the last few 
years.’ Away back, eighteen years ago, 
spoke of this as the grinding process, arid, 
my friends, it does not lighten the effects 
of the grinding process to. call it a tem- 
porary embarrassment.” [{Applause.] 

Again quoting Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Bryan 
continued as follows: ‘ He understood the 
laws of finance. He understood what was 
the effect of adding this money to the cir- 
culation, and, my friends, if he stated the 
truth then, that truth ‘has not chang®i 
since then, nor can it be changed though 
every ene who spoke for it should turn his 
pack upon it. [Applause.) Truth lives. It 
is the one thing that will not die. I quote 
these words to you to show you that by 
the increase of the volume of money we ex- 
pect to stop the constant appreciation of 
money and the constant depreciation of 
property. 

“There ts a difference between the owner 
of money and the owner or producer of 
property. Let me tllustrate. Suppose a 
man in this community—a young man—finds 
some young woman who is willing to trust 
her future to his strong right arm, and they 
start out to bulld a home. Not having 
enough money, thay take what they have 
saved together a: buy a. farm, aying 
$1,000 down and giving @ mortgage for the 
other $1,000. And what is the result? Sup- 
pose money rises in value. Suppose you 
take a notion you want a good dollar, a 
high-price dollar, a dollar that keeps get- 
ting higher-priced every day; suppose you 
have a dollar that gets to be twice as good 
as it was when the man gave the mort- 
gage, It means that each dollar will buy 
twice as much, It means that it will take 
yroducts of the farm to 
pay his debts as it did 
before. 

“ What is the result? Why, the result is 
that it requires twice as much of the prod- 
ucts of the farm to pay the interest and 
twice as much to pay the taxes and twice 
as much to pay the debt, and the man finds 
out that he is not able to pay that debt as 
he agreed to do. What then? You say ex-. 
tend the mortgege. Why, they tell him 
that the land has gone down in value now 
and thet farm is not worth enough to be 
good security for $1,000. Then what? There 
is one thing. He can turn the farm over to 
the man who holds the mortgage. That he 
can always do. What is the result? He 
and his wife have lost $1,000 they invested 
in the farm. They have lost the labor they 


} have put forth in trying to pay this mort- 


gage, and then they lose the farm and start 
out In life again. 


A Practical Question. 


“How about the other man who sold him 
the farm and got the $1,000 down? If he 
loaned that $1,000 he got security on his 
$1,000, and he has the $1,000 within his 
reach, end then he gets his farm back. I 
ask you if there is any difference between 
the holder of capital and the owner of prop- 
erty in the appreciation of the dollar. ‘The 
man with the money is twice as well off as 
he was before, and the man who tried to 
own properiy loses all he had and has to 
begin again, You find the men who holds 
the notes mesting in convention and declar- 
ing that the gold standard is the best sys- 
tem of money that was ever invented. ut 
will these people who have lost their home, 
will they meet together and indorse ths 
system that Is destroying them? 

“ My friends, this is a practical question 
that confronts the farmers of the United 
States, and not of the United States alone, 
but the farmers of Ireland, the farmers of 
England, and the farmers of Germany, and 
the farmers of every nation in the world 
that have the gold standard to-day. as- 
sert that the gold standard could not live 
for one day in any sation under the sun 
without the aid of the money owners and 
the money changers to keep it in existence. 
I assert that the gold standard ha 
received the indorsement of any class of 
people except those who prosper 
society is destroyed by a ris 
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A voice: “* How about’ free trade?” 

Mr. Bryan—‘‘ My friend, it is not more 
taxes that the people want, but more money 
to Lag A taxes with. [Great appiause.} If 
there is any farmer here who has not taxes 
enough, I beg him to go to his, County 
Treasurer and give enough more to satisfy 
his conscience, eee not try to tax all the 
rest of the public. i plause.] But I care 
not how men may er m this subject 
of taxation. The subject of taxation Is ever 
present with us. We can change our tariff 

a 
crisis in our monetary affairs, and we have 
got to decide whether the American people 
will run our finances or turn our Govern- 
ment over to syndicates to take care of us. 

“Upon the action of the United States 
may nd the action of other nations. If 
the influences which are at work here suc- 
ceed, they will be turned against other na- 
tions that now use silver, and if they suc- 
ceed in the United States, they will succeed 
in other nations, and every nation that goes 
to the gold standard increases the demand 
for gold, and every increase in the demand 
for gold raises the purchasing power of an 
ounce of gold and lowers the purchasing 
power of wheat and corn and other products 
of the farm. You enshrine gold as the one 
thing to be desired, and all mankind pays 
tribute to the golden calf, and hag the privi- 
lege of working a little harder in er to 
enjoy the bajr aeas a {Applause.) 

“Jt is no laughing question, my friends. 
This question is of much importance to 
those who are seeking to raise the value of 
gold by legislation, and should it not be im- 
portant to those who for twenty years have 
suffered from this financial legisiation? I 
met a farmer over in [ilinois. He was a 
schoolmate of mine in college. He is a 
man of exemp: habits—honest, frugal, 
and industrious. He had his three chil 
with him ‘in the room, and the tears rolled 
down his cheeks as he told me that if 
conditions remained as they were it was the 
saddest thing he had to contemplate that 
he could not give to those children the edu- 
cation and advantages he wanted to. 

“That home is multiplied by thousands 
and tens of thousands in this Jand, and 
you tell me that it is just to have a sys- 
tem of legislation, that takes away from 
the parent the possibility of educating his 
children as he would, and is compensated 
for it by giving money yndeserved into 
the hands of those who, vy machination, 
corner the money market and spend the 
money by buying foreign fitles for their 
daughters? [Long and continued applause.] 

“My friends, civilization is wrapped up 
In the solution of the money question, It 
is the main question involved ia this issue. 
The right of self-government and the ex- 
istence of Republican institutions is in- 
volved in it. If foreign nations can force 
a financial policy upon the American pco- 
ple, they will want to enforce their sys- 
tem of government, a system which brings 
distress to the people, a system which 
is a monarchical system, and which main- 
tains itself by standing armies. 

“Bven now, my friends, when we speak 
out against unjust legislation, they say 
we are Gisturbers of the public peace and 
& menace to law and order. Do you mean 
to say that the farmers gathered here 
and the laborers who are congregated in 
our citfes' are ememies to our country? 
No. They have earned the epithets of 
our opponents, not because they menace 
law and order, not because they are going 
to inaugurate injustice, cut because they 
say, ‘Thou shalt not sieal’ shall apply 
to the great’ corporation as Well as ¢o the 
burglar and highwayman. It is because 
they say that this Government was not in- 
stituted in order that its instrumentalities 
should be monopolized by those who use the 
Government for thelr own ends and put it 
in distress. [Applause.] 

His Firm Belief, 

“1 would like to talk to an audience like 
this until I could say many more things, 
which, in my judgment, are worthy of your 
consideration, but I shall have done all I 
hope to do now if I could impress upon you 
the importance of studying this money 
question as it relates to you. If somebody 
orles * Fire!’ and you don’t know where 
the fire is, you may seem but little con- 
cerned. But if a man tells you your house 
is on fire you become interested. The pro- 
muleation of the gold standard is an attack 
upon your home and your fireside, and you 
have,as much right to resist it as to resist 
an army marching to take your children 
captive and burn the roof over your h 
[Applause.] 

“T have simply told you what I belleve. 
I speak the sentiments that lie deep down 
in my heart. I used to be indifferent to the 
mon?y question. Until six years ago I 
thovght anybody was a crank who talked 
about money, but when I got to study the 
money question I found that it overshad- 
owed all other questions, that it was deeper 
and greater and my wg than all other gues- 
tions which we had to deal with, and when 
I read in the address of Mr. Cartisle that 
the consummation of this scheme meant 
more misery to the hutman race than our 
worst pestilence that ever occurred In the 
history of the world, I began to realize the 
impartance of the money question. 

“7 belleve that Mr. Carlisle spoke the 
truth; and it is because I believe that the 

old standard is mude up of more misery 
or the human race than wars and pesti- 
lences and famines, more misery than hu- 
man mind can conceive or hurman tongue 
ean’ teil; it is because I believe that pro- 
phety, that is, ever since I became con- 
vinced of it, that I Have cried out against 
the consp.racy, and I shall cry out against 
it aslong as God gives me the voice to 
speak.”” {Applause and cheering.]

He did not t that Presi- 
dent Cleveland's proclamattoi ‘warning 
American citizens and others here against 
sending expeditions to Cuba would produce 
much effect or stop the sending of expedl- 
tions. 

If the Cubans here had listened to his ad- 
vice, he declared, there would have been 
no necessity for any proclamations. He ad- 
vised them to buy the arms publicly in the 
market. and have the vessels that carried 
them regularly cleared through the Custom 
House for some port. When once on the 
high seas the vessels would mot be under 
any jurisdiction, and could then run to the 
coast of Cuba and land the arms. As for the 
Spanish cruisers, the Cubans would take 
the chances of being captured by them, bul 
experience showed that the vigilance of 
the £panish naval officers could be easily 
,eluded. Gen. Queraita had shipped arms 
in a similar manner to South American re- 
publics, where there were wars, and the 
arms were always properly lended. The 
Cubans here, however, would not listen to 
his advice. 

Gen. Queralta continued that the old-time 
revolutionists did not care for a recog- 
nition of Cuban belligerency by the United 
States. In fact, they would rather not 
: have it, and believed that they could win 
| more easily . without, recognition... As the 
case stood now, the revolationists were 
simply bandits, as the Spaniards. called 
them, and no country was responsible for 
their actions or for the amount of prop- 
erty they destroyed, whereas, if the United 
States Government were to recognize the 
patriots as belligerents they would be hand- 
icapped, as their agents. here would be 
very closely watched by the authorities, 
and it might become almost impossible to 
send expeditions from these shores. .

Then it 
was nearly dark, but Sohl says that no 
matches were lighted. Sohl also says that 
he never smokes, but several of the ten- 
ants say that he is an incessant smoker. 

At 205 East One Hundred and Twenty-sev- 
enth Street, where a fire occurred at 10 
o’clock, there is a stronger ground for sus- 


picion.. The fire was at the foot of the 
dumbwaiter shaft, in the basement. There 
was a strong odor of kerosene in the shaft, 
and yesterday the odor was plainly per- 
ceptible. 

After the firemen had gone in E. 8. Shep- 
pard’s grocery store, on the first floor, thé 
faucet of the kerosene tank was found 
turned partly on, and a quantity of oll 
which had leaked out on the floor was found 
in a blaze. The store had been closed for 
over an hour, it was said, but Sheppard 
could not be found, It was said yesterday 
that Sheppard, who lives on the top floor 
of 248 East One Hundred and Twenty-sev- 
enth Street, had gone to Philadelphia.

Laura Fobehen, nineteen years alas. who 
Was sent to the House of Mercy, an Episco- 
pal institution at Inwood;’N. Y., by” her 
father, was before Justice Beach, in the 
Supreme Court, yesterday, on a writ of 
habeas corpus obtained by George H. Teffer- 


son, After hearing the statement, of the 
case from her counsel and the girl's asser- 
tion that she was detained in the institute 
against her will, Justice Beach signed ‘an 
order directing her discharge! 

William H. H, Ely, counsel for Miss For- 
man, stated to the Court that she had been 
living at Asbury Park, N. J., up to July 16 
last, when she came to this city to visit 
her sister. Shortly afterward her father 
placed her in the Inwood institution, where 
she had since been virtually a prisoner, This 
detention, counsel said, had been brought 
about without commitment or other author- 
ity from any court. 

S A. Patterson, representing the father, 
John Forman, admitted the girl's age. He 
did not know whether she had been de- 
tained against her will or not, 

“Detained against her will!’’ exclaimed 
Counselor Ely. “ Why, of course she was, 
and she says they fed her on bread and mo- 
lasses twelve times a week.” 

Miss Forman was interrogated by Justice 
Beach. 

She said that she would be nineteen years 
old.in October. She wished to leave the 
institution, Mr, Patterson said that the 
father had deemed the course he had taken 
with the girl necessary. There was évery 
reason for what he had done. 

“It may be right from every point of 
view excepting the legal one,” said. Justice 
Beach. ty 

Miss Forman left the courtroom in the 
company of Mrs. Margaret A. Green, a 
wealthy resident of Asbury Park, with 
whom she is to reside for some time, at 
least.

ITALY’S CLAIM FOR LYNCHING. 





Loutlsiana’s Reply Causes the Govern- 
ment to Apologize. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The report of 
Gov. Foster of Louisiana upon the lynching 
of three Sicilians charged with murder and 
confined in the parish jail at Hahnville, St. 
Charles Parish, just below New-Orleans, in 
respect to which Baron Fava, the Italian 
Ambassador, in the name of his Govern- 
ment, has asked reparation from the United 
States, has just been received at the $tate 
Department. 

The Governor makes the customary reply 
In such cases, that the perpetrators of the 
deed are unknown to the authorities, who 
are taking all possible steps in the maiter. 

This reply was communicated to Baron 
Fava with an expression of regret on the 
part of the United States Government that 
subjects of the King of Italy should have 
been dealt with in this l.wless manner. 

This apology will probably be followed by 
an. offer of pecuniary comperserion. as in 
the case of alleged Mafia murderers 
shot down in the parish prison of New-Or- 
leans some years ago and the killing of 
three Italian miners at Walsenberg, Col, 
in 1895. But the action will probably have

James McGregor Smith said: “ The ap- 
plication for a cae “3 made by a Ma- 
jority of the Directors of the: bank, who 
apply for a receiver to protect. the 
interests of depositors and to further the 
plan of reorganization. A large amoun; of
